Ships Said to Have Been 
Torpedoed in One. Day 
South of Greenland— 
Long-Range Submarines 
Indicated. 


NEW YORK, June 4 (AP).— 
Maritime sources, disclosing . the 
recent torpedoing of eight British 
ships, totaling 54,268 tons, re- 
vealed today that Axis submarines 
had extended their work of de- 
struction two-thirds of the way 
across the Atlantic to within 700 
miles of the American continent. 
They said that four British ships 
were torpedoed in a single day in 
positions roughly 700° miles east of 
Labrador and about 350 miles 
south of the tip of Greenland—an 
area covered by the 
United States Navy patrol. 

This would place the Axis sub- 
marines 1400 miles west of Ireland, 
indicating powerful, long-range 
vessels were in use. 4 

The torpedoed ships were iden- 
tified as the San Felix, motorship 
tanker, 13,087 tons; Rothermére, 
freighter, 5356 tons; British Seéur-

The former Kaiser and Hitler 
exchanged messages on conclusion 
of the Polish campaign in 1939, 
Wilhelm expressing admiration 
for the army, which had always 
been dear to his heart. 

After the conquest of the Neth- 
erlands in May, 1940, Wilhelm de- 
clined to offer to return to Ger- 
many, saying he was too old. 

This diplomatic reply failed to 
mention that from the moment of 
his exile he had determined not 
to return to Germany unless his 
dynasty should be restored. 

Only once was he apparently 
ready to break this self-imposed 
rule. That was in 1937 when his 
wife, Hermine, was seriously ill in 
Germany. He then arranged 
quietly to make the trip incognito, 
but only in case her condition be- 
came hopeléss, and this proved 
not to be the case. Despite count- 
less rumors to the contrary, it can 
be said authoritatively that Wil- 
helm never re-visited Germany.

The family still is Germany’s 
largest landholder,-although under 
Hitler’s  back-to-tie-farm move- 
ment large sections of their big 
estates have been turned over to 
settlers.

N the foreword to a new edition of his report on the mobilization of 
American industry in the last war, Bernard M. Baruch, chairman

This comes at a time when there is a growing awareness of the 
failure of the Office of Production Management to achieve a high level 
of defense production.- Increasingly OPM officials themselves are call- 


Ming for greater efforts. 


By indirection at least Baruch 
points out’ that much of the ex- 
perience of 1917 to 1919 is being 
ignored today. As former Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson points out in 
an introduction, Baruch knows 
more than any living man about 
industrial mobilization yet com- 
paratively little use is being made 
of his knowledge except in an in- 


Growing View of Fault. 


While Baruch does not say so 

in his brief foreword, the grow- 
- ing opinion here is that perhaps 
the chief fault is President Roose- 
velt’s failure to give absolute au- 
thority to a single production chief. . 

| In the last war, after much fum- 
bling and bungling, Woodrow Wil- 
on gave authority to Baruch. * 
“It is regrettable,” Baruch 
writes, “that we have to re-travel 
any of that road, England and 
France did not act in time to get 
ahead of their necessities. France 
fell. England is not yet organ- 


ized. 

“German military experts have 
said, ‘Except for a few minor 
| changes, the German economic mo- 
bilization system was conscien- 
tiously built. in imitation of the 
similar American’ system.’” 


Recommendations. 


Based on experience in the last 
war these are Baruch’s recommen- 
dations for today: 

Protection of civilian needs by 
the retention of the highest pos- 
sible standard of living at the 
lowest cost.

26 Years of Peace. 


For 26 years thereafter he ruled 
an empire at peace while his realm 
spread geographically and . moved 
to the forefront of world progress 
in culture and science, in trade 
and fndustry.. Articles “made in 
Germany” became known in vir- 
tually every market. Social legis- 
lation. provided old age pensions 
and unemployment insurance for 
workers. Industrialists built enor- 
mous fortunes, Students from oth- 
er nations flocked to German uni- 
versities. 
An acquisitive colonial policy 
saw protectorates over German 
Southwest Africa and German East 
Africa, both established by . the 
diplomacy of Bismarck in the ’80s, 
evolved until those territories be- 
came crown colonies. Negotiations 
with France over the latter’s policy 
in Morocco, resulted in cession of 
French territory in the Congo re- 
gion. In 1889 Wilhelm’s Pacific 
possessions were increased by di- 
vision of the Samoan Islands 
among Germany, Great Britain and 
the United States and the pur- 
chase of the Caroline and Ladrone 
groups from Spain. 
And alongside this peaceful prog- 
ress Germany built up an army 
and navy based upon universal 
service which made every able- 
bodied German a trained fighter, 
ready to follow the imperial war 
standards wherever they might 
lead.

N the lest year and a half, the

The little-publicized civilian pilot training program 
of the CAA occupies ah important place in the na- 
tional defense preparations.

If all this made for contentment 


and loyalty at home, it operated 


abroad to create unrest and dis- 
trust. Wilhelm’s penchant for 
meddling personally in interna- 
tional situations, complaints of 
industrial leaders who found Ger- 
man competitors invading markets 
and the constant rattling of Ger- 
man sabers, tended to alienate the 
other great powers and to keep 
smaller nations away from the Ger- 
man fold. The triple entente of 
Great Britain, France and Russia, 
hemming in Wilhelm’s m by 
land and sea, grew stronger even 
as the triple alliance of Germany, 
Austro-Hungary and Italy weak- 
ened. 

In 1913, for no apparently sig- 
nificant reason, aside from dis- 
trust .of the motives behind Ger- 
man policies, war talk hummed 
throughout Europe. 

Yet in that year, when Wilhelm 
received congratulations on his 
silver jubilee, he was greeted as 
a preserver of the peace of Europe 
and he emphasized that he had 
only two aims, avoidance of armed 
conflict and advancement of his 
people’s welfare. 


Sarajevo. 

The following summer the pen- 
dulum swung. On June 28, 1914, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir 
to the Austro-Hungarian throne, 
was, with his wife, assassinated 
at Sarajevo, capital of Bosnia, a 
province whose annexation by the 
Vienna government in 1908, had 
brought protests from Russia and 
Serbia. Vienna blamed Belgrade 
for this killing because Gavrilo 
Prinzip, the assassin, had come 
from the Serbian capi with 
Serbian passports. Under Austrian 
threats of reprisals, Serbia ap- 
pealed to its “Big Slav brother” 
at St. Petersburg. 

Germany had not been consulted 
by Austria in the framing of the 
ultimatum to Serbia, and Wilhelm 
had started a summer cruise to 
Scandinavia. He was in northern 
waters when the Austrian Minister 
left Belgrade the evening of July 
25. The next day Austria and 
Serbia mobilized. 

Wilhelm hurried back to Berlin 
but did not reach there until July 
28. The German Government there- 
upon took the attitude that the 
affair should be “localized,” mean- 
ing that Russia should not inter- 
fere. Berlin advised Vienna to 
modify its demands upon Serbia, 
but Austria refused. Russia there- 
upon began to prepare for war. 

Berlin, alarmed, advised Austria 
to accept British mediation and 
the Vienna government decided to 
adopt this course. But the Czar 
had received assurance of French 
support and. summoned his legions 
to arms. Wilhelm’s government 
gave him 12 hours in which to 
demobilize and, this failing, de- 
clared war. Wilhelm signed the 
mobilization order on Augrl. Two

In a speech to workers at 
the Krupp munitions plants in 
Essen he said he was doing all in 
his power to shorten the struggle. 
That same month he ordered Ger- 
man forces in Russia to join the 
Bolsheviks in fighting the Allies 
and he told a group of Austrian 
commanders he felt sure they 
would “give the right answer” to 
the American armies. 

With his old time pomp he visit- 
ed Kiel and watched U-boats dem- 
unstrate how they sank ships. Less 
than six weeks before he fled from 
Germany he told a. Westphalian 
audience that his troops were pre- 
pared to “fight to a victorious 
end.” 


Monarchy Ends Its Days. 


At the beginning of October 
Chancellor Hertling resigned and 
was succeeded by Prince Maximil- 
ian of Baden. On Oct. 8 the emper- 
or, in a proclamation to the army 
and navy, announced he had de- 
cided to “offer peace to the en- 
emy.” Four days later Prince Max 
summoned a conference of the 
sovereigns of German states. 

That conference accepted “cer- 
tain amendmente” to the German 
constitution, curtailing the emper- 
or’s power to declare war and sign 
treaties. Papers in various parts 
of Germany broke the censorship 
and began to clamor for abdica- 
tion of the Hohenzelierns. Ber- 
lin crowds demonstrated for a re- 
public, 

Still Wilhelm held on.’ He said 
he would sbdicate when the inter- 
ests of Germany demanded it, but 
“that time is not yet come.” Aus- 
tria dropped out of the war and 
Prince Max asked the Allies for an 
armistice. 

Wilhelm left Berlin and went to 
general army headquarters at Spa. 
There he asked his generals if he 
could stil’ depencd upon his army. 
Advised «f the worst, he signed 
his abdication on Nov. 9, entered 
.an automobile and sped across the 
Dutch frontier to the chateau of 
Count Fentnick at Amerongen. He 
remained there more than a year, 
then pur-?ased au estate at Doorn. 


Refuge in Holland. 


That re lived thereafter tn peace- 
ful, if aull, exile was due to the 
refugal of Holland to surrender 
him to te Allies.

The Nazis, after having bui 
a tremendous land army of more 
than 200 divisions of traditional

Exactly as in Poland, the French 
concentration falls tnto utter con- 
fusion through paralysis at impor-; 
tant points, congestion of roads, 
and a virtual blackout of Prench 
communications.

‘War of Machines.’ 


So Western Europe falls and we 
hear that this is.a “war of ma- 
chines, not men.” The day of 
“mass armies” is said to be done. 
Old-fashioned infantry and artil- 
lery are described as obsolete. 
American conscription and mass 
training, we learn; were mistakes. 
Our great need is for tanks, mod- 
ern war planes and armored mo- 
torization. 

More recently, Britain makes 
what now appears to have been a 
major mistake in attempting to 
defend the island of Crete by pit- 
ting naval superiority, without 
overhead defense, against over- 
whelming Nazi control of the air. 
Britain gets a good licking and 
loses more new cruisers and de- 
stroyers than it can afford in 
what now, by hindsight, seems to 
have been a spectacular but ster- 
ile “sweep around” that rocky, 
sea-girt outpost. Immediately we 
heard that the island of England 
is doomed to a similar fate, and 
again that all the old naval and 
military concepts were cockéyed. 

This nation would be blind ‘as a 
bat at noonday if it neglected these 
shattering lessons, long antici- 
pated by some of our best soldiers 
and sgilors. But it would be equal- 
ly stupid if it failed to read them 
aright. New weapons and devel- 
opments have resulted in new com- 
binations and uses of armament. 
These have changed and made 
much more difficult and expensive 
the application of the basic prin- 
ciples of war, but they have can- 
celed out none of them. 


Old Weapons Still Needéd.: 


The plain bad news is that no 
weapons have relieved us of the 
necessity for providing and main- 
taining the old one—naval ves- 
sels, guns, mountains of munitions 


‘and masses of men with cold steel 


in their hands. 

Above all, nothing has relieved 
us of the necessit; for. providing 
adequate training and hardening 
of our young men for all the arts 
of war—the profession of a sol- 
dier. On the contrary, this job 
has multiplied in intricacy, diffi- 
culty and the need for pains and 
time. It formerly wasn’t so hard 
to make a good doughboy out of 
a husky shoe clerk, broker or 
pill-roller. Now, most of the men 
in mechanized divisions at least, 
must have, in addition, to the 
equipment of any good foot-soldier, 
something of the theory, mechan- 
ics and operation of radio, motor- 
transport, military engineering, ar- 
tilery, machine gunnery and mod- 
ern combat practice. 

Let’s get the most out of all 
these lessons as they are being 
bloodily spelt out, but let’s not 
jump at any conclusion or accept 
any quack get-rich-quick prescrip- 
tion for easy victory, or anything

With that casual step, Miss Wal- 
ler became the manager of WMAQ, 
and—at the time—the only woman 
manager in the country. 


“The staff consisted of me and 
the engineer,” she laughed as she 
thought back. “Every station op- 
erated on the same wave length, 
and we broadcast two half-hours a 
day. I spent my time going out 
and ringing doorbells and getting 
talent, rushing back to write the 
story, and thén going to the sta- 
tion to put it on. We didn’t care 
if something took exactly 10 sec- 
onds or not. It was a sort of hit 
and miss system, and we got what 
talent we could. 

“IT remember very well the first 
broadcast I put on. Sophie Bras- 
lau, Metrepolitan Opera contralto, 
was to be a soloist with the Chi- 
cago Symphony, so I asked the 
manager of the orchestra to in- 
troduce me, and I asked her, if 
she’d like to sing over our station. 
She’d never heard of radio, but 
the idea intrigued her, so she 
said, ‘When do you do it?’ and 
I said, ‘Whenever you'll come.’
